By profession I er e ncwspaper editoriel writer end 
elso at one time deputy meyor of ig 4 & member of tre 
govcrning body of tre Internetionel abor Office at Gcneve 
end Minister of Education, beginning August 18, 1945 until 
Jenuery 13, 1946. 


During t*c ycers 1928 to 1938 I wes en cditorial 
writer on tre Tokyo Ase*i Stimbun, I *eve no recollection 
in 1928 of any orgenized program by t'-e militery or the 
governmcnt of Japan, trough newspapers, to build or devclop 
any propegende in enticipetion of t*c Mencturien Incident, 
Trrougr 1926, 1927 and 1928 tre generel atmosp»cre in Jepen 
wes tense, Tre military end ultre-nationelistic groups 
ettributing t*c weekened condition of finance end weakened 
condition of Japen during t*ese years to too muc* liberel 
tendencies on te pert of trc government end people. As 
& newspeper man end es suc’ *eving knowledge of govornmental 
policy during tis period of timc I know t*e TANAKA Caebinct 
was formed for tte purpose of adopting a more aggressive 
policy in connection with Menchuria, Beginning wit 1930 
propagenda was dissemineted by tre government trough the 
newspepers to esteablis’ tc thought in Jepan thet Mencuric 
wes tre lifeline of Japan and a stronger policy in connection 
with henchurie must be adopted; that acting upon instructions 
from tc government, cditoriel writers, ultresnationelistic 
speekers and writers of books were all united in e concerted 
effort to csteblis* public opinion for more eggressive action 
in Mancturia. In tre beginning of this policy t*c govern- 
ment did not teke eny distinct mct*od of suppressing news- 
papers in opposition to t*is policy but rether they fevored 
tke pepers, sc*olars end public speakers wo edvocatcd tre 
seme. Tis was done very teectfully cnd greduelly. S*ortly 
proceding 1931 stricter methods were used by law enforce- 
ment agencies to suppress liberel writers, tcacers cnd 
others wo wcrc in opposition to t*is policy, wrile on the 
otrcr end cvery cncouregencnt was given tose who were in 
favor of it. 


Throug’ newspepers, publis*ers, writers, speekers end, 
in fect, all chennels by wic> propegende could be dissemineted 
it wes cleimcd on t*c pert of t*c government and militery 
treet Menchurie was te lifclinc of Jepen, thet Jepan must 
expend into Menchuria and dcvelop econonicelly end industriclly 
and set it up es e dcfense stcte egainst Russia; tet as e 
result of certein treaty rig*ts, Jepen was entitled to control 
Menchuria end, im eddition to t*is propegende, propegende of 
& scntimentel neture wes disscmineted besed upon tre fect 
tret Jepanese blood *ed becn shed in Mencturie in ttc Russo- 
Jépencese wer end tket by reeson of tresc secrifices Jepan was 
entitlcd to controfWene*urie and to rcelize t*e fruits» trercof,. 
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Following tc kenc’uricn Incident tc governmcnt and the 

militery stertce en orgenizcd progrenm cf justifying Jepen's 

position in Lencturie, pertly te offset te criticism et 

homc. Follovinre tc Lene*urien Incidcnt t*c War ktaistry 

started ccnsoring nowspepcers ¢:4 cditericls end in eddition 

to tkc ecnsorstip les releting tc tis svbjcct officcrs 

celled on eny writer cr nevspepcer vo rig*+t beve printed 

sonct*ing that wes unsetisfeetcry to t*e Wer Ministry end 

edviscd suc* writer or nowspepcr t*rt suc’ cn crticle wes , 
displcesing to t*c Wer Ministry... Furt’cr ecntrol of : 
| newspepers end cditericl writers wes cxcrciscd by tc War - 
Kinistry throug’ tc usc of scverel violcnt orgenizetions 

wee would give thrccts to tre writcr or te t*c cditcr of 

& newspaper publisting enyt*ing censiderce unfavorable 

to tc policy of t*e gcevcrnment end tre militery. 


About 1936 wren t*c Anti-Comintcrn Pect was signed I 
geve ¢ lecture et ¢ ccrtein necting ct wich I stetcd at 
tris lecture tet by reeson of t*is Anti-Comintern Pect 
Jcopen ved isolated *crsclf from t*c rcst cf te world end 
in wric* lceture I cxpressed disepprovel of t*c Anti- 
Comintcrn Pect. As & result of tis lecture tre officers 
of t*c renk of licutcnent ccloncl, one from t*e War Linistry 
end enotrer from thc Generel Steff, cellcd on ne, stating 
treat cec* *ed becn attec*os to t*c Jepenesc Enbessy, one 
in Itely end the othcr in Gcermenys tet tcy did not like 
my cxpressing disepprovel of tke Anti-Comintcrn Pect end 
instructcd me t*et in the future wren writing cr spceking 
on suc* subjccts to do so in « morc faevoreble espccte 
Weile no cetuel treats were medc to mec t*cre wes muck 
rattling of t»cir sebers end nec possibility of misunder- 
stending trcir disapproval of ny ecticn. 


I beceme hiinistcr of Educetion following t*<c cnd of 
tre Wer in 1945. My first officicl ect wes to eve a 
survcy medc in t*c sctool systcn for ttc purposc of rece 
moving from t*c sctcols tcxt beoks wic were strongly 
ultre-netionelistic cnd militeristic and gave crdcrs tet 
suc* becks sould be destroycd. I geve t*e finel revicw 
to t*cse text beoks end found tcm vltra-neticnelistic end 
niliteristic, perticulerly in *istory, civics end gcograpry, 
end geve instructions to cll t*c principels in t*e sc*ools 
tet more liberal cduceticn mct*cds must be ecdoptcd. I i 
ordcred cll of suc’ textbcoks destroycd for tc reason ' 
they were usec to to teac* t*<« studcnts, first, tet Jepven 
wes € country superior tc ell ot*cr ccuntrics, tect wes 
tre mest objccticneblc; anct*cr was t*« ecnfusicn of fects 
with mystcry end lcgcnd; tco much edmiretion of militery 
ection end werferc; too nuct adviretion end sonege to 
militery cfficcrs and tc idca of absolute subjcetion of 
t*« individurcl in fever cf tc stetce 


In eddition tc tc textbeoks wich I ordercd dcstreycd 
for tc reescons stetca t*cre wes also issued by tc Ministry 
of Educeticn te be widcly resd by tcecrers, studcnts end 
citizens et lerge ¢ beok cntitled "Funder cntel Principlcs 
of t*c Netionel Polity," publishcd in icy 1937, end "Tre 
Way of Netionel Subjects," wich wes publis*ed in Verc* 1941. ef 


Upen becoming Minister of Education in 1945 « survey 
of t*e Jepencse school systex es it had existcd previously 
esteblished thet before tc Chine Incident the nilitery 
took ovcr control of all tte scbcols by plecing in tre 
scrocls zrmy cfficers wc supcrviscd t*e militery tceching 
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end treining, t*is control following t*c Chine Incidcnt
